Rio Janeiro, March 10.—(4)—Sud- 
den shifting of a side of Mount ser- 
rat, situated in the center of the cit) 
of Santos, state of Sao Paulo, crashed 
thousands of tons of earth and rock> 
‘without warning onto a section of 
that place this morning and left a 
deal and dying toll estimated at more 
than 200, 

Houses and buildings in the path 
of the slid@ were crumpled = and 
buried, their occupants apparently 
unable to escape the huge avalanche. 

Tonight while 2.000 men were en- 
gaged in rescue work in the stricken 
section of the city there were ingica- 
tions that the slide on one side of 
the mountain had weakened the dirt 
on another side and there was fear 
that another catastrophe in an ad- 
joining area «as impending, 

Mount Serrat, with a moderately 
high peak, is situated virtually in the 
center of Santos, Brazil's, principal 
coffee port, with residences and busi- 
ness buildings spread around it on 
three sides. 

While details as received here are 
comparatively few, it was said that 
the avalanche occurred just before 
dawn this morning. Although there 


had been previous warnings of a 
sible shifting of the side of the neue 
tain there had been no indication that 
any such danger was immediate. 
Coming as it did it undoubtedly 
eaught many residents of the stricken 
area asleep,

BILL PRESENTED

Washington, Mareh 10.—(4)—De- 
feat but not sutrender characterized 
the activities in congress today ‘of 
those seeking to abolish the “lame 
duck”. sessions. 

‘The house, within 24 hours after 
it. had turned’ thumbs down eon 4a 
proposal to accomplish this by a con- 
stifutional amendment, returned to 
work only to receive the proposal in 


a new form. 
Laguardia, a New York republican, 


took the floor the moment the house 
got started and announced that he 
had introduced a bill to change by 


law the meeting date of congress and 
thereby eliminate the bi-annual ses- 
sion in’ which ‘members sit who have 
been defeated at the polls. 

“My bill is to do exactly what the }« 
republican leaders told us could be 
dene by law.” he shouted. “The op- 
ponents of the aniendment said that 
thé Jame duck session could be abol- 
ished by law and did not require a 
change in«the constitution.” 

He said his bill would have the first 
session of a new congress convene 
on March .4, or about four months 
after its election in’ November. The 
second session would convene the first 
Monday in December, he added, and 
“this would avoid a lame duck con- 
gress in that the second s#ssion would 
be one year before the term of the 
members expire.’ 

The. New. Yorker's « speech, which 
was only about a minute in ddtra- 
tion,. went wnanswered, although he 

wded into the 60 seconds the state- 
dbnt that bis action had been taken 
to see if those who had opposed the 
constitutional change were sincere in 
their beliefs that “!

Both passengers and members of 
“the crew spoke highly of the efficient 
work of the coast guardsmen, who, 
despite hig’. seas, removed 275 per- 
sons from the wreck, in motor curf 
boats within a period of: five hours. 
After the last of the reseve work had 
been performed - successfully the sea 
began to flatten. down. Toni®ht the 
weather was clear and the sea com- 
paratively smooth. 

The vessel struck on Mary Ann 
rocks, off Manomet Point, and was 
hatd agtound there tonight.

Dublin, Ga., March 10.—(Special.) 
The retail merchants and other busi- 
ness men. of Dublin have petitioned 
city couneil for authority to cross he 
street with light and power from a 
plant to be established by them to: 
supply their stores and buildings with 
current, 

This action came as @ result of an{| 
investigation by a committee from the | 
retail merchants who reported that the | 
commercial rate in this city was! 
about double that in Macon and At-| 
lanta. The merchants requested the 
Georgia Power company to improve 
this cendition and upon refusal to do 
.so the petition for the right to oper- 
‘ate a plant owned by the merchants 
, was presented to the city. 

According to the petition this plant 
| wil be owned by the retail merchants 
nud will be operated to supply current 
to the owners only. Practieally every 
merchant in the city signed the pe- 
tition, 

Petitioners claim that when the 
(local plant was sold to the power com- 
pany the city of Dublin was ‘promised 
a rate as low as that of any town], 
south of Griffin and that, as the citi- 
zens are not receiving this promised 
rate, it becomes necessary for them 
to seek other means of lighting their 
business houses as the commercial 
rate is entirely out of line with that 
in other cities, 

It is also claimed that some firms 
are allowed to run meters on power 
rates while others\ are forced to pay 
light rates for their power.

Historic Magnolia Gardens, Char- 
leston’s show place, will be in fuil 
bloom April 1-15, it was announced 
Saturday, and plans have been per- 
fected to entertain thousands of tour- 
ists from all parts of the world.

More than 1,000 Atlantans will 
form a part of the caravan which 
will journey to the colorful mecca of 
those who make an annual pilgrimage 
to the 25-acre stretch of blooms. 

Plans are being perfected this year 
by the Georgia railroad to run excur- 
sions ffom Atlanta to the gardens. 
Special trains will leave the city 
March 30 and 31 and others April 6 
and 7. he round trip fare will be $8. 

A train load of 600 students from 
the Georgia State College for Women 
will travel by special train to the 
garden spot of South Carglina and 
special car parties are being planned 


for other schools and 
throughout the state. 

The tract on which the gardens are 
located was first owned by the Rev. 
John Griukle Drayton, who was vor- 
dered by his physician to spend his 
life in the open air. 

It was, he who first conceived the 
idea of planting the tract in flowers 
of all kinds and the colorful blooms 
soon attracted attention. 

The first plants were of the species 
known as “Azalea Indica” and were 
imported from the Orient to Phila- 
delphia. (The Pennsylvania ‘climate 
roved too severe for them and Mr. 
Jrayton was asked to try them in 
South Carolina. They thrived. 

Among other speeies of plants is a 
valuable collection of “Camellia Ja- 
ponica”; the “Magnolia Grandiflora,” 
from which the gardens get their 
name: the California Redwood, Tor- 
reya Taxis Taxifolia, a Spanish cy- 
press and Japanese cryptomeria. 

The estate was handed down from 
generation to generation from 1845. 
it now is in the pessession of C. Nor- 
wood Hastie, a grandson.

-the Chase National ban 
suit is based on the assertion that the 
metal was stolen from the vaults of 
the State Bank of the Russian Em- 
pire, after the bolshevist revolution. 

The legal aspect was complicated by 
the fact that American courts have 
ruled that the soviet can neither sue 
or be shed since it is not recognized 
by the United States as being legally 
an entity. Accordingly it cannat be- 
come a party to any legal action con- 
nected with the present suit. 

Thus trial of the suit is expected 
to raise many intricate questions of 
international law, and involve the 
attitude of the American government 
toward the soviet government. 

The gold was sent here from Russia 
last month to facilitate handling of 
trading between America and Russia. 
When it was presented for assay the 
treasury department refused to receive 
it unless the two New York banks 
would guarantee title to it. 

Taking the position that they were 
acting as agents only for Russia. the 
banks refused to de this. The refusal 
of assay was based on a seven-year- 
dld embargo on Russian gold estab- 
lished because it was held that title 
to it was not clearly established. As 
long as the embargo exists the gold 
cannot be specie. Its present status 
is simply that it is twenty casks of 
material being held in bank yaults 
for the soviety. i

Lack 


It comes very impressively to the 
looker and listener that public senti- 
ment is forming strongly against the 

jury trial system ar 
it has been funetion- 
ing in recent fimes 
in the courts of our 
country. 

Very able men, 
even among lawyers 
and jurists, frankly 
express their feeling 
that it no longer 
guarantees j.us tice 
and safety for indi- 
viduals or for so- 
ciety. Verdicts in 
salient cases are he- 
ing rendered almost 
daily that excite the 
indignation of. those 
who love justice, and 

law, atid social security. ; 

It is evident that the methods of 
selecting juries are fearfully fat:!ty. 
and need careful and common-sense 
reformation. ‘There is little demand 
for the abolition of the system itself. 
The right of a man charged with an 
offense against the laws to be fairly 
and openly tried by a jury of his peers 
chosen from the vicinage is too deeply 
imbedded in the.psychology of the 
Anglo-Saxon race to be radically and 
abruptly interfered with, or drastic- 
ally denied. The right was won from 
despotic power-by too long a struggie 
and the payment of much blood. 


The right must remain sacred, but 
the methods of guaranteeing it do need 
severe revision to the end that it shall 


exist in just and safe balance—that, 
in fact, the people shall have equal 
chance for justice with the accused 
by the law. Such was the original 
intention of those who established the 
system, but in modern practice, es- 
pecially here in America, jury trials 
are too much for the escape of the 
criminal and the defeat of justice. 
a * *” - 
Cases and Comparisons, 

It might seem invidious to name 
certain big cases that have been in 
the public eye, and in which juries 
have outraged the general sense of jus- 
tice, in these recent years. They are 
now water over the wheel.

too often shirk jury duty. If im-| 
panelled they are often quick to! 
offer legal excuses. In murder trials} 
perhaps they don’t believe in capi- 
tal punishment. Or perhaps: they 
may have reached a definite conclu- 
sion as to guilt or innocence before 
introduction of evidence. At 
any rate it is easy to evade jury 
duty, and the results are easy to 
determine. They are just as Dr. 
Small has so illuminatingly pointed 
out.

It wuld be difficult to éstimate

We have accepted the traditional 
truth of the proverb “silence is gold- 
en.” Certainly, there is a strategic 
value in keeping quiet, when so many 
people are revealing their ignorance, 
and contributing to the “confusion of 
tongues” by fluent speech. 
For or Against? 
Of course, there is no real merit 
either in speech or in silence. A 
man must be judged by the meaning 


of his words. Yes, and a man ought 
to be judged by the meaning of his 
silence. Speech is always to a cer- 
tain extent an adventure. If it is 
the utterance of an opinion, then one 
can be judged by the opinion. If it 
is the expression of a judgment, then 
“with what judgmeent ye judge, ye 
shall be judged.” So, there is a cau- 
tious prudence in refusing to make a 
self-revelation. There is always the 
suggestion that if one did speak, he 
would speak with wisdom. But on the 
other hand, there come times in the 
life of every man, when the world has 
a right to demand that he wtter his 
conviction, speak his approval or dis- 
approval, and give his testimony, 
whatever may be the cost. 


There is a story told of Mr. Cool- 
idge, which has become a classic. Re- 
turning from church one Sunday’ 
morning, a friend asked him what the 


preacher preached about. He replied, 
‘Sin.” The friend then asked what 
the minister had to say about it, and 
the characteristic Coolidge reply was, 
“Against it.” While this does not 
give a very adequate conception of 
the minister’s sermon, it does reveal 
in a general way the attitude of the 
preacher toward sin. But if this story 
be true, you gain no idea whatsoever 
of the position of the president of

Outlawing War — Critics of Havana — Supervising

Secretary Kellogg may not succeed 
in securing a treaty to outlaw war, 
but He has already rendered a great 
service to the cause of peace by bring- 
ing into general discussion the diffi- 
culties of abolishing the institution of 
war by a simple verbal formula. These 
discussions are beginning to make it 
clear that war has its place in the 
advancement of civilization. Profes- 
sor Shotwell puts it well when he 
says that such an. attempt to abolish 
all war “is frankly headed not for 
universal peace but for universal an- 
archy.” 
This is a fundamental truth which 
the advocates of millenial peace are 
prone to ignore. Unnumbered civili- 
zations have sprung into life, flour- 
ished and made their contributions to 
mankind only to go down to destruc- 
tion before the onslanght of/some sav- 
age horde who knew and cared naught 
about the moral condemnation of war. 
The civilization of today, with all its 
faults and ali its virtues, has been 
built through war—war on the sav- 
age hordes without and war on the 
baser elements within. It is easy to 
gaze across the middle western land- 
scape and conclude: that war is out- 
moded, that it should be abolished by 
governmental fiat. But in the longer 
historical perspective, there is little 
to warrant such a conclusion. Hu- 
manity has not yet purged itself of 
its baser elements and the areas of 
savagery are not yet wholly eliminated. 
Civilization will in all likelihood have 
to defend itself in the future as it 
has in the past. To tie its own hands 
by a formula of words is futile for it 
cannot tie the hands of its enemies. 
It is the abuse of war among the 
civilized nations that it is desirable 
to abolish—those quarrels over issues 
which advancing international techni- 
que should enable the nations to de- 
cide in a better way. Some of these 
issues, where they involve the well- 
being or even the very livelihood of 
peoples, are extraordinary difficult of 
peaceful solution. It is such issues 
which are back of the protracted dis- 
cussion over Mr. Kellogs's proposals.

The critics of Havana are indulging 
in amazing antics to prove that they 
were right in their gloomy prognosti- 
cations of failure. They had it all 
planned that there was to be a con- 
certed attack by the Latin-Americans 
upon the policies of the United States. 
When such an attack failed to mate- 
rialize they began searching for the 
reason. Of course, it must be in some 
devious transactions of the Washing- 
ton authorities.

The debate over the new electoral 
bill ine Nicaragua brings to the fore 
some of the difficult questions the 
United States must face in such cases. 
Colonel Stimson secured the agreement 
of peace between the warring factions 
on the promise that this country 
would supervise the 1928 elections. 
The liberals—or rather the outs—are 
quite content with this arrangement. 
It is their one chance to get in. 

For be it understood that the idea 
of an election pfevailing in those re- 
gions is quite different from our own. 
An election is understood in Nicarau- 
gua and is a number of other coun- 
tries in similar latitudes to be a 
formality—carefully supervi by 
troops—by which the party in power 
prolongs its tenure of office for an- 
other term. No change of party is 
contemplated—or permitted. 

Due to this peculiarity, the Nica- 
raguan conservatives—or rather the 
ins—at first made strenuous efforts 
to escape too much supervision by the 
United States. But the United States 
has remained firm and insisted that 
there must be a real free election this 
year. This has led to a new proposal 
from the conservative leaders—per- 
haps the most enlightening that could 
be made on the subject of Niearaguan 
polities. If there is to be effective su- 
pervision this year. they want an 
agreement for equally effective super- 
vision at the next election. Otherwise 
they will never get in again! 

The old method of changing govern- 
ments was hy revolution. The United 
States encouraged the revolutionists 
by promptly recognizing them when 
successful as the de facto. government 
of the country. Wilson’ adopted a 
new policy of recognizing only con- 
stitutional governments. But if revo- 
lution is forbidden. by the United 
States, tyranny is‘riveted on the peo- 
ple of the country concerned. This is 
no great improyement on constant rev- 
olution. The alternatives are to go 
back recognizing revolutionary gov- 
ernments or to supervise elections. 
The latter may be. the only way out.

Some people, I know, discount this 
world entirely and live through it 
with long. long faces, and live through 
it solemnly and seriously and sourly, 
expecting their reward in heaven. But 
even they expect to tear loose at some 
sort ef foolishness in heaven—they 
have some sort of musie in mind to 
reward them for their sustained deaf- 
ness to the tinkles of this world. and 
some sort of dancing to compensate 
them for their long. sitting in this 
life. I am afraid some of the nicest 
ones are looking forward to a big 
debauch in the next world, with heav- 
enly approval, of course. So thus 
we see, upon complete analvsis, that 
even the most serious of us have some 
kind of foolishness in’ mind eventually,

Art must also lend a helping hand 
in preparing the advertisements that 
appear on pages and pages of ‘our 
magazines.

Art Inspires Youth. 


Art and art appreciation is a safe- 
guard against crimes and lawlessness. 
A prominent New York banker puts 
it this way: “I maintain that the 
best preventive against crime is to 
encourage aud foster im the young— 
and in the grownups too, for - that 
matter—interest and understanding 
for that which is beautiful and in- 
spiring and which will bring into 
their leisure hours influences and oc- 
cupations tending to counteract the 
lure of the street and to breed aver- 
sion and contempt for that which is 
vulgar, cheap, brutal and degrading.’ 

The purpose of drawing and in- 
dustrial art in the elementary *chools 
is to prepare the boys and girls to 
apply principles of art to the com- 
mercial] and industrial industries of 
the cummunity, and as far as possible 
bring them in toueh with the higher 
principles of art. Everybody needs to 
know tbe principles of art from the 
standard ofethe consumer. About 5 
per cent of the children will eventually 
find their places in the world of com- 
merce or industry. In whatever field 
they work a knowledge of the princi- 
ples of art will not only make the 
individual more efficient, but it will 
also raise the general tone of the 
community by the application of cre- 
ative effort to the development of the 
city or state. . 

Means.to an End. 


It is to be remembered that art is 
taught to the average child as the 
means to an end. These children are 
not. to become professional designers 
and craftsmen. ‘but are presumably

The ultimate goal and. purpose of 
this work is that our boys and girls 
should gain from it something which 
will be theirs through life, a sympathy 
with and a love for what is beautiful, 
so when they buy their clothing, or 
furnishings for their homes, the beau- 
ty, as well as the usefulness must be 
considered. 

_ All’ that is finest in any civiliza- 
tion has been expressed through its 
art, and it is art in the schools which 
Jays the foundation for the apprecia- 
tion of that which gives beauty to any 
object, from the most ordinary article 
manufactured for daily use, to the 
finest pictures or pieces of statuary. 

Therefore, art as taught today is 
not a “frill” but an essential in the 
elementary school education.

right to them for an adjustment of 
their wrongs. Impatient acquiescence 
has reached the bursting point and the 
interests of the theater have decided 
that something must be done. Most 
active in the movement to curb the 
scribes, if not ‘to expiate them en- 
tirely, are the managers, whose ca- 
reers are being jeopardized by injuri- 
pus comments in the press.

It was but a little thing that stirred 
the present uprising. One of the local 
dart-throwers, reporting his impre. 
sions of Mr. Hammerstein’s dignified 
opera, “The Golden Dawn,” called it 
“The Golden Yawn.” The flippant 
barb made a rent in Mr, «Hamwmer- 
stein’s feelings and he complained of 
it bitterly to his brother impresarios. 
Conversations were held in which the 
managers exchanged similar experi- 
ences. Eventually a meeting was called 
wherein the subject was debated. In 
that convention the belief was ex- 
pressed by several of the wisest show- 
men of the dramatic art that its wel- 
fare would be improved by the absence 
of editorial observations in the news- 
papers and magazines. It was said 
that it would be better for patrons of 
the drama, as well as for the drama 
itself, if the periodicals should confine 
their ‘attentions to sheer ‘hews reports 
of the plays, unvarnished by the per- 
sonal opinions of an individual. To 
the furtherance of this end a gentle 
but firm propaganda has been started 
and it is making converts in all the 
neighborhoods of the stage. 


The sanity of the crusade is what 
threatens the reviewers with extinc- 
tion. They know in‘their hard hearts 
that the managers’ cause is reasonable 
as well as righteous and that they are, 
in a summing up, detrimental, They 
know that their approval sometimes 
sends their readers to plays. unsatis- 
fying, and that their denunciations 


often detain a portion of thé public 


from attending what are known ,as 
good shows. As experienced theater- 
goers. they would not: themselves de- 
pend upon the judgment. of any of 
their fellow critics, Placed in the dif- 
ficult position of a lay patron of the

its slinking substitutes. With ore 
inside infermation about the defects 
of drama cfiticism it is not a wonder 
to see them at a first night going into 
a huddle upon the curbstenes in dis- 
cussion of their predicament.

Theater-reviewing now is just as 
it used to be, except that its imple- 
ments have changed and are changing 
a little in personality. Critics come 
and go, but the method is the same as 
it was in the beginning. It will be 
beneficial therefore to abolish them 
for a season or two and to replace 
them with reporters who will report 
the story of the play and mention the 
names of the players without induls- 
ing in judgments.

rR STATE TEACHER 


Governor L. G. Hardman Saturday 

announced he had completed negotia- 

tions with four Atlanta banks to bor- 

row. $1,803,647, to be used in the pay-— 
ment. of- salaries of school teachers. 

This money will be borrowed from the 

Citizens and Southern bank, the Ful- 

ton’ National bank, the Atlanta and 

Lowry National bank and the Fourth 

National bank. A rate of 4 1-2 per 

cent discount will be paid on the 

loans. 

These loans are made by the gov- 

ernor under the terms of the law 

passed by the legislature at its last - 
session, giving the executive author- 

ity to borrow as much as $3,500, 

for the prompt payment of school 

teachers. The money is obtained to 

anticipate the collection of taxes in 

the fall. The governor also made ar- 

rangements to borrow ' in 

April and $650,000 in May for the sal- 
aries of school teachers at the same 
rate of interest, 

Governor Hardman said he is work- 
ing on a plan which will cmrify the 
Georgia laws in such a way that this 
state can borrow money at a lower 
rate of interest. 

“There are a few technical details 
which stand in the way now which 
the next legislature can clear up,” fhe 
governor said. ‘“When these obstacles 
are removed I believe it will be pos- 
soble for Georgia to bor money as 
cheap as any state in the union, This 
state’s credit is as good as any state 
and probably. owes less money than 
any other state save those states 
which have no bonded indebtedness of 
any kind.”

PLANE SPEED REAGHED 


BY FRANKLIN AR 


Air used Yn cooling the engine of 

the Franklin Airman car sweeps on 
all sides of the exterior walls of the 
cylinders at a velocity of 109 miles an 
hour when the car is moving at brisk 
touring speed, engineers of the Frank- 
lin Automobile company, of Syracuse, 
revealed recently. This rate is more 
rapid than the speed of the average 
commercical plane using air-cooled en- 
gines, it is said. 
: e normal cruising speed of the 
Spiirt of St. Louis, in wheh Colonel 
Lindbergh has made so many spectacu- 
lar records is around 100 miles an 
hour. Because it uses the air-cooling 
system the Wright “whirlwind” en- 
gine of this ship is able to cool effici- 
ently at all altitudes and all speeds, 
the rapidity of-explosions and the 
amount of heat generated increasing 
and decreasing in mathematical pro- 
portion to the engine speed. 

Many pedple consider that the air 
speed of an airplane contributes ma- 
terially to the cooling of the plane’s 
engines. While this is true, it is 
more or less in the nature of paradox, 
Franklin engineers point out, due to 
the fact that the ship travels no faster 
through the air than the propeller dis- 
places the air in front and in the final 
analysis, the propeller is the. cooling 
fan of the engine. 

Inasmuch as the cooling fan in the 
Franklin engine is keyed directly to 
the crankshaft in the same manner as 
the propeller of the airplane, the same 
relation holds true. What the plane 
gains in actual ground speed or dis- 
tance covered, the automobile gains 
through enclosing the air current in 
a housing which pours the cooling 
draft under pressure down around the 
hot tops of the sylinders and circulates 
it on all sides instead-of merely push- 
ing it past the front as the airplane 
does. ~ 

The cooling fan. of the Franklin mo- 
tor is of the turbine type, similar in 
many respects to that.used in’ venti- 


| lating theaters and~ public buildings. 


Through its direct attachment to the 
crankshaft, it eliminates all moving 
parts and bearings and delivers-a pow- 
erful air stream even when the enzirie 
is idling. 

The air. blast is directed by baffle 
plates in the air housing to.the six 
cylinder heads being concentrated over 
the areas surrounding the exhaust 
valves where the greatest heat centers. 

Although some advantage is gained 
through the forward motion of the car, 
Franklin engineers have demonstrated 
time and again that this is not essen- 
tial‘to efficient cooling. In the early 
days of the industry, many spectacular 
tests were carried out to prove this 
fact. In one test in Kansas, a Frank- 
lin engine idled for sixty hours in a 
garage, then drove the car in reverse 
on the road for twelve miles, then 
forward in low gear to its destination. 
Another test included driving for forty 
miles in reverse gear. Frequent monn- 
tain climhing tests in reverse have 
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louvres are edged with the same cream 
tint, while the black mouldings above 
and below the color. panel also are 
relieved by creamed striping.

It has a complete system of 
re-circulating pipes for removing ‘cold 
air from the floor, resulting in added 
fuel economy and making it possible 
to maintain the same temperature at 
the floor as at the ceiling of each 
room. In addition, cleanliness is as 
sured by the air-tight “stove” in the 
furnace.

. The hew station has a power rating of 5,000 watts, justifying. the 
eaps of its directors that radio ‘listeners in Florida and California will 
e enabled to hear the voice of a Canadian announcer, followed by an 


all-Canadian broadcast. 

' Among the outstanding featu-es in 
the equipment of the cew station is 
the type of microphone employed. Most 
listeners are now familiar with the 
dise-shaped object which confronts most 
speakers at important public 
events, but few would recognize the 
newly-perfected device used so far 
only in the laboratories of WGY, 
Schenectady, bearing a close resem- 
blance to a coal miner's safety lantern. 

‘The new microphone employs two 
plate condensers, placed just inside the 
circular receiving aperture. The out- 
er of these plates is grounded. while 
the inner flexible plate is connected 
to the feeding grid of three amplifica- 
tion. tubes’ set directly om top of the 
microphone.

farm located four miles from the city.

to Africa 40 vears ago as a mission- 
ary, afterward being appointed Brit- 
ish consul, a post he resigned to’ take 
up farming. 

All houses in Africa are built for 
summer, as four months of the year 
the thermometer vacillates between 
85 and 120 in the shade. The first 
hotel Mrs. Raines stopped in wa@ an 
ex-harem, an old two-story structure 
composed of suites or rooms. The 
courts were tiny, and necessarily the 
rooms dark: no halls, and she went 
on a porch to pass from room _ to 
room. No chimneys either, and the 
only way of heating was by brasios— 
hig bowls which the servants brought 
in once a day filled with hot ashes. 

The snow-covered Atlas mountains 
tower in the distance 12 miles away 
against a heavenly blue background. 
The sun is a wonderful magnet in 
Marrakech for the heating. facilities 


are very poor, 

Marrackech is an Arab town of 
150,000 souls, 135,000 of whom are 
Arabs, and the streets with camels, 
donkeys, caravans coming from the 
desert, Arabs in their picturesque 
costumes are a live pageant. In the 
days of sultan lepers were segregat- 
ed, but the camp has been broken up 
and lepers wander at will. 

“The Arabs are so good to one 
another,” writes Mrs. Raines. “Give 
them money and they at once share 
it—money or bread. The beggars ask 
alms of each other, so you can imag- 
ine we foreigners are bombarded once 
our hand goes into our pocket. The 
number of unfortunates has been in- 
ereased this winter because the de- 
luges of November washed away the 
mountaineers’ mudhouses and destroy- 
ed farmers’ crops. They swooped 
down on Marrakech by the thousands 
and have not left. 

“Pouring rain in Tangiers and 
fact all along the 
caused us to come south. However. 
hetween showers we had opportunity 
to see the things of interest at Tan- 
giers. What especially caught me 
were the Riffs, the mountain tribes 
of Arabs who for years made war 
upon Spain and France. They come 
to town every day to bring produce, 
most of them being farmers. Are not 
much unlike other Arabs and seem 
proud te wear a trimming of wool 
(balls and cords) which distinguish- 
es them from other tribes on their 
ts which means dress in Eng- 
ish.”

A most interesting sketch of Nancy 
Hart, Georgia’s revolutionary heroine, 
is contributed today by Mrs. Edna 
Arnold Copeland, of Elberton, which 
contains many bits of family history 
hitherto unknown, of the Georgia pa- 
triot. Mrs. Copeland’s article will be 
read with interest by members of the 


D. A. R. in Georgia, as well as by 
many others, and is as follows: 

“IT have been requested by Mrs. 
Herbert M. Franklin, state regent of 
the D. A. R., to furnish a short sketch 
of Elbert county’s revolutionary hero- 
ine, ‘Nancy Morgan Hart.’ It should 
prove of interest to the D. A. R. over 
the state on Account of he work’ of 
the chapters in connection with the 
marking of the ‘Nancy Hart high- 
way, the first highway ih Georgia to 
be named for a woman. 

“A newspaper account published in 
a Milledgevifle paper in 1825 states 
that Nancy and her husband ‘settled 
a few miles above the Fishdam ford 
mon Broad river in Elbert county be;

“My researches found Mrs. John D. 
Hart, Sr., a great-great-granddaugh- 
ter of the Georgia revolutionary here- 
ine, and Miss Sugg, a great grand- 
daughter; they live in Kentucky. I 
also found Miss Floyd, ‘of Indina. 
She at one time lived in Kentucky. 
She writes that Nancy Hart died 
when her father was a young boy. 
and the three widows, namely her 
grandmother, Rhoda Floyd, and great- 
grandmother, Patience Lane Hart, and 
her great-great-grandmother, ‘Nancy 
Hart,’ lived together at the Hart 
place on ‘Frog island,’ out frum Hen- 
derson, Ky. . Her father lived in the 
home with these relatives after the 
death of his-parents, and remembered 
‘Nancy’ quite well. (Nancy Hart, !eft 
Elbert county after the revolutionary 
war, going to Kentucky.) 

“It was through Mrs. John D. dart, 
Sr.. and Miss Nanie Floyd that I 
located the grave of Nancy Hart, 12 
miles out from Henderson, Ky. The 
finding of this grave rewarded a 
search of several years.

WOODROW WILSON—YOUTH 
AND PRINCETON DAYS. 


Woodrow Wilson—Life and letters. 
By Ray Stannard Baker. There has 
been so much written about this great 
American leader that it would seen. 


or to talk about, and yet the interest- 
ing story goes on with time, and no 
biographer has written more interest- 
ingly of the youth of President Wil- 
son than the author of these two yvol- 
umes. 


The author gives the pictures and 
the family history of Wilson's grand- 
parents, James Wilson and Ann 
Adams Ruggles Wilson, and his par- 
ents, Dr. Joseph Wilson and Jessie 
Woodrow Wilson. The public sehool 
and colleges are a'ways intensely in- 
terested in the history of a famous 
man—it is a part of their training— 
therefore it is well understood why 
the study of the Wilsons and the 
Woodrows is always found on the list 
of interesting subjects. 


Mr. Baker relates quite a number 
of stories in connection with the youth 
of Woodrow Wilson, of his boyhood 
days, of his closest friends at college 
who belonged to a club called The 
Gang. While a student at Princeton 
and at the University of Virginia he 
made friendship ties that time failed 
to break, and in after years he was 
offered to presidency of the University 
of Virginia. In those days he was 
called Tommy, Tom and Thomas, but 
in the spring of 1881 he- began to 
sign his name Woodrow Wilson and 
uring his life he never signed it any- 
thing else from that time. 


Woodrew Wilson as a Jawyer is 
also an interesting chapter. The most 
familiar to Georgians especially is 
the feature of his coming to Atlanta 
in 1882, and with another university 
graduate formed a law partnetship, 
“Renick & Wilson, 48 Marietta street, 
room 10, Atlanta, Georgia.” The fa- 
thers of both young men being min- 
isters they attended services at the 
First Presbyterian churech—an _ un- 
known future president of the United 
States! The.story of his meeting El- 
len Axson, the daughter of the manse, 
her father being the minister of the 
First Presbyterian church, of Rome, 
Ga., and her grandfather, the “great 
Axons,” pastor of the famous Inde. 
pendent Presbyterian church, of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., is interesting in its minute 
details. Wilson went from Atlanta 
to Johns Hopkins university to study 
and of which be wrote his friend Dab- 
ney, who was still in Atlanta, “this is 
the best place in the world to study.” 
Woodrow Wilson married Ellen Ax- 
son in ISS5. It was after two years of 
inteuse study for Woodrow Wilson at 
Johus Hoykins university and for El- 
len Axson at her art in New York. 


There are several chapters devoted 
to Mr. Wilson as The Educator at 
Bryn Mawr, and many interesting 
and personal incidents are told in 
these chapters of the home life of the 
late president during that time. From 
Bryn Mawr he went to Wesleyan 
university in Connecticut, where he 
spent two ha,py vears and which in- 
epired the following comment: “A 
man is the part he plays among his 
fellows.” 

In 1890 Woodrow Wilson is called 
to Vrinceton and it is here he finds 
his real place. While there were strug- 
gles and worries too many to record 
even in this volume, it was at Prince- 
ton that he and his wife made a cir- 
cle of real friends through whose 
friendship there were always social 
pleasures. to offset the many trials of 
a college president. In an address dur- 
ing the -time he was president of 
rineeton he made another comment 
that is yot forgetten ; “The best way 
to learn things is by direct contact.” 
Se he made two vacation trips to Eu- 
rope though .visiting only Enugland 
aud Seotland:

“Woodrow Wilson did not live to 
see the harvest of his labors—what 
true prophet does?—but as he him- 
self said: ‘What difference does it 
make if we ourselves do not reach 
the uplands? We have given our liven 
to the enterprise, and that is richer 
and the moral is greater.’”’ (Published 
by Doubleday Page & Co. Price $10.) 

The True Character of Henry Hud- 
son. The author for the past two 
vears really lived in seclusion in a 
coast-guard cottage on the White 
Nose, the wildest headland of a wild 
Dorset coast. He spent some time in 
New York last fall, however, having 
heer invited by the Herald-Tribune to 
make the trip as “visiting critic.” He 
returned to his old haunt, tke famous 
Alley Patchin place, while there, but 
he is now making his plans to return 


to England in the early spring. 

In writing of Henry Hudson, he | 
Says: 

“There can be little doubt that the 
disaster that vvertook Henry Hudson 
was the result to a very large extent 
of his own temperament. In my opin- 
ion, he was a lenient, good-natured 
idealist, who found it extremely diffi- 
cult to control his obstinate and un- 
ruly crews. I think Charles Kingsley 
and other historians are mistaken in 
regarding him as a_ brutal leader. 
There is little or no evidence of this, 
whereas his- disposition toward mild 
and easy-going methods can be con- | 
stantly shown.” 

It was He.ry Hudson's great inter- 
est in discovering the desired passage 
to China, the writer thinks, that was 
the cause of his making mistake after 
mistake, and which in the end cost 
him his life.

Shelter, training and wholesome de- 
velopment were provided for 75 tiny 
waifs and 21 lone and helpless moth- 
ers at the Atlanta Child’s Home in 
February, according to its report Sat- 
urday to the service department of the 
Community Chest, in connection with 
which it operates. 

The Atlanta Child’s home was de- 
scribed in the report as one of the 
most important philanthropic institu- 
tions supported by the Communiiy 
Chest, with its work of caring for both 
mothers and children, the ages of the 
latter ranging from one to five years. 
Among the dwellers in the home are 
children of poor working mothers, 
children of deserted mothers, children 
of lone fathers, and children who are 
given refuge along with their ailing or 
neclected mothers. 

- The needs for the work are greater 
than the facilities, according to the 
report by Mrs. Frank Mason Robin- 
son, president of the executive board, 
and Miss Bessie Langhorne, in charge

shown that last year 189 applications 
of children and 43 applications of 
mothers were made, but that because 
of crowded conditions, 123 children 
and 15 mothers could not be admitted.

W orld War Educational Fund 


Chairman Issues Article 


Miss Alice Baxter, chairman of the 
world war educational fund of the 
Georgia division, U. D. C., writes inter- 
estingly of the work in the following 
article: 

“As chairman of the fund, I am ask- 
ed to write something ‘interesting’ 
about this fund. It is in honor of 
soldiers of Confederate lineage who 
fought in that terrible world war and 
for the benefit, as a loan fund, of col- 
lege students of Confederate lineage. 
I would rather not go into print about 
this memorial. because, in the effort to 
pull up to $5.000 or more it has lan- 
guished ever since the world war. The 
fund seems like a disabled veteran and 
one inclines to send it halting to Hos- 
pital 48, along with the halting sol- 
diery of that great war. When an 
enterprise moves slowly, the chairman 
is usually charged with lack of ability. 
This chairman speaks nothing for her- 
self, but declares that she, at least has 
a good committee and of her own 
choosing. It consists of five fine wom- 
en—just in their prime and entirely 
equal to doing the work requested of 
them by their general chairman, in- 
eluding Mrs. Walter Grace. of Macon: 
Mrs, Charles Phillips. of Atlanta; Mrs, | 
Lee Trammell, of Madison: Mrs. ©. 
H. Myers, of Quitman: Mrs. T. W. 
Need. of Athens. Each committee 
member has charge of a group of chap- 
ters and the general chairman's idea 
is that each chapter shall whole-heart- 
edly respond to ‘the call of this world 
war committee and bring the fund 
along so that it can fonction with ef- 
ficiency. Even with our limited means 
we have graduated four young men. 
We lend only to college juniors and 
seniors and to boys who are working 
their way through college. Only one 
of our graduates has paid his debt in 
full, so that the fund revolves slowly. 
We have a checking account of $759 
and capital of $1.500. We have rais- 
ed more money this year, but you will 
see by report given below that many 
chapters have contrbuted nothing dur- 
ing this convention year. Your chair- 
man decided to arrange chapters of 
the division in five groups, assigning 
one group to each member of her com- 
mittee, The plan is working well and 
I trust will do more in the future. The 
committee is interested. The chapters 
hear from their group chairmen, as 
well as from the state chairman, and 
have more incentive to effort for the 
fund.’ 

“Mrs. Phillips leads, Mrs. ©. H. 
Mvers is second, Mrs. Walter Grace 
third. The other groups have excuses 
for less activity. The state chairman 
and the group ¢hairmen have met all 
expenses of work without calling on 
the state treasurer for money for 
stamps, stationery, typing. We have 
had full attention from the Alanta 
and Lowry National bank. We have 
had most generous aid from Mr. Myles. 
manager of Peat, Marwick. Mitchell 
and company. All the audits of my 
hooks have been made free of charge. 
The rate charge, had charge been inade. 
would have heen more than $50, 
cannot close this story without tribute 
to an order of which every daughter 
of the Confederacy should b: proud. 
One of my friends said to me recent- 
lv—You Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy live in the past. We, who work 
for the League of Women Voters are 
serving today.’ ‘I agree about the 
league,’ I replied. “The organization 
meets a need of the age, but I do not 
agree that Daughters of the Confed- 


eracy live in the past. We live because 


of the past. Our roots upspring from 
a conflict in America’s past fought so, 
splendidly on tbe part of the van- 
quished that after 67 years’ the 
‘enemy,’ as our Confederate forbears 
say. pars tribute to the honor of our 
soldiers and to our incomparable com- 
manders of the Confederate war; yes 
as an organization we live heeause of 
that army of soldiers that surrendered 
to ‘overwhelming numbers and re- 
sources,” We keep the history of these 
four tragic years of war between the 
states, we memorialize the southern 
Confederacy, notabley through “The 
great memorial’ in process of carving 
on the side of Stone mountain, but we 
do not stop here. Our objects are 
memorial, historical, benevolent and 
educational.

Then 
Toor Gar Khan took his alpenstock, 
pushed it down where a tough wood 
brier root was sticking out, and— 
open, sesame!—a bit of the buttress 
moved and slid with a smooth half 
turn, evidently revolving on a pivot. 
And then—a very modern Ali Baba— 
he took an electric torch from his 
knapsack, snapped it on, shot a wedge 
of light down what seemed, and 
turned out to be, a tunnel, and said 
to us: ‘Be pleased to follow!’ just 
like a butler swinging open the din- 
ing room door and announcing: ‘Ma- 
dame est servie!’ ”’ 

Slowly, carefully, while one of-the 
Afridis swung the stone back into 
place, they went down a number of 
steps, worn slippery and _ hollow; 
passed through cave after cave, the 
sharp ray of the electric torch show- 
ing the way, their footsteps echoed 
and rumblingly reechoed. 

Lord ‘Carmyon, walking directly 
behind Evelyn, was in a peculiar state 
of mind.

Through the stark, glaring sunlight 
of the days, through the velvety, 
Star-pricked gloom of. the’ nights, 
through the gaunt shadows of the 
volcanic. hills which’ flanked the 
road and danced among the dwarf 
aloes. and pines and stunted acacias; 
through the soft, rhythmic thud of the 
dromedaries’ padded feet and the in- 
solent, steely crackle of the seven 
rogues galloping along with naked 
blades at their thighs through every 
dust whirling mile toward the Central 
Asian frontier there grew in Lord 
Carmyon the feeling that this remote, 
northern land was claiming him, wel- 
coming him; that it was rising about 
him—he spoke of it to the young sul- 
tana, riding by her side—in an enor- 
mous tide of stone which was trying 
to blot from his mind all memory of 
home, of England, of Europe.

Nor was it an unjustified boast. The 
history of Afghanistan is indeed that 
of mountaineers never beaten in war; 
always—and always against great 
odds—ferociously and_ successfully 
fighting for their independence. Not 
only against the Russians. Too, 
against the Persians during their past 
days of imperial pomp and glory; and 


.against the British who time and again 


invaded the hills to be chased back to 
India time and again with bloody 
noses. 

There was, of course, a Caravanse- 
rai where the young Sultana and her 
retainers were directed by one of 
Shukri Ali’s local agents who came 
to meet them, introducing himself as 
Saadi Mirza. | 

He was a Persian and, doubtless, 
quite a dandy, according to his home 
standards. For he wore a voluminous 
silken robe in stripes of pistache-green 
and pale mandarin-yellow; a red rose 
bud was stuck over his right ear; his 
brown beard was carefully clipped and 
oiled; a delicate odor of attar of ge 
ranium was about his purple bordered 
handkerchief; his fur cap was of fin- 
est, curliest astrakhan; and his color- 
ful waist shawl a masterpiece of Te 
heran workmanship. Of Teheran ele- 
gance, too, spoke his lisped, stilted 
diction, his frequent and pious allu- 
sions to Hassan and Hossain, his pa- 
tron saints, and the enormous dia- 
mond—though it was slightly off col- 
or—which twinkled on his left thumb. 

Toor Gar Khan 
eyed the Persian 
with decided dis- 
approval; eyed 
the glittering dia- 
mond with great 


approval. 
“Here,” he ex- 
claimed _ rudely, 


greedily, is a dia- 
mond which, with- 
in the hour, would 
be gracing the 
thumb of my 
father’s only son, 
were it not that 
we are both ser- 
vants of Shukri 
Ali— may honor 
attend his beard!” 

Saadi Mirza did 
reply. He smiled 
patronizingly, tol- 
erantly, exactly as 
a Londoner would 
at the boorish an- 
tics of a Yorkshire 
yokel come_ to 
town to gape at 
the sights; and 
turned to Evelyn.

He spurred on his pony and led the 
way, the young Sultana’s cavalcade 
following him. 

“This afternoon,” he added pres- 
ently, “‘a Turkoman chief will call on 
you—to discuss certain matters, yah 
Sultana katoon.” 

A few minutes later they reached 
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Fell into Lord Carmyon’s quickly outstretched arms. 


the caravanserai. The rooms assigned 
to Evelyn and her suite were clean 
and comfortable enough. Otherwise 
the place was typical—regrettably so 
—of: its sort: with the usual huge, 


central room where the guests sat. 


cross legged and chattered and 
smoked and spat during the day and 
snored at night; the usual earthen 
floor saturated with damp, clotted 
refuse: the usual windows without 
glass, but covered with torn paper 
which permitted the offensive odors 
of human dirt to escape, then evening 
matters by permitting the equally of- 


fensive odors of garbage and cattle to 
enter. At the back, surrounded by 
high walls, stretched an immense 
courtyard where there were a number 
of springless Afghan carts, shaggy 
Tartar ponies, and splay-footed, single 
humped Bactrian camels that strained 
at their heel ropes and bit whomever 
they could reach. Ill natured, awk- 
ward, with big, large pored noses and 
dull, conceited eyes, they reminded 
Lord Carmyon, who was looking out 
on the courtyard from the window of 
the room which he shared with the 
other two musketeers, of certain 
elderly, aristocratic dowagers back 
home in England who, possessing no 
money and very little brain, had at 
least: one inalienable asset; the. con 
scigusness of social Superiority. _, 

In one respect the place was differ- 
ent from the ordinary Afghan caga- 
vanserai. For—doubtless because of 
the town’s close proximity to the 
steppes and plains of Central Asia— 
few of the guests were Afghans. Most 
of them were nomad Mongols from 
the north, smiling, copper complex- 
ioned, jolly, swashbuckling cameleers 
and horse traders, bow legged from 
years spent in the saddle, dressed in 
felt and leather, crowned by floppy 
tam o’ shanters. And their boots? 
Indeed—from Moscow to Peking, 
from the arctic tundras to the Hima 
layas—by his boots shall ye know the 
Mongol. Clumsy, loose affairs with 
upturned toes, cumbersome soles, giv- 
ing to him that shuffling walk which 
is his birthright—as is his riotous sense 
of humor, his aggressive independ- 
ence, his capacity for absorbing alco- 
hol, the rawhide nagaika whip tied te 
his left wrist, his silver mounted hunt- 
ing knife, and the flint and tinder 
purses slung on silver chains around 
his waist. 

There was commotion amongst 
them and loud, welcoming shouts of: 

“Naam! Naam!” 
as, early in the afternoon, a man rode 
into the caravanserai yard, astride a 
peak, withered roan stallion; and, a 
few minutes later, the Three Muske- 
teers were summoned to the Sultana’s 
room to meet the horseman. 

He was the man of whom Saadi 
Mirza had spoken—Feofar Khan, the 
Turkoman chief, a ruddy bearded 
giant, well over six feet of brawn and 
muscle; seeming all the taller for an 
owl’s gray wing that jutted at a slant 
above his immense, shaggy fur cap 
and almost scraped the rafters; seem- 
ing all the broader for the bandoleers, 
Studded with ivory cartridge cases, 
that crossed his thick chest; seeming 
all the more savage for his bellowing 
voice. 

He had a smattering of Hindustani 
and Persian. But most of the time 
Prince Tamerlanoff—half Tartar him- 


‘ self, thus familiar with the Tartar as 


well as with the Turki language—ia- 
terpreted. 

Nor were the man’s words hard to 
interpret. No gliding similes here. 
No flowery phrases. No chiseled 
tricks of speech. No compliments ex- 
quisitely turned-- 

Greetings over, salaam—nor very 
graciously—bowed before Evelyn, he 
asked her the simple question: 

“How much, yah Sultana katoon?” 

He knew what was wanted of him: 
his tribe and the allied, kindred Tur- 
koman tribes whom he represented 
were to go to war, to reconquer Kiva- 
stan. ~Had he been a German he 
would have saved his face by speak- 
ing about Kultur; had he been a 
Frenchman he would have mentioned 
the time honored mission of the 
grande nation to civilize barbarians; 
had he been an Englishman he would 
have spoken convincingly about Great 
Britain’s historical duty to protect 
smaller nations.

EI LANG-FANG. China’s great- 
est actor and perhaps the 
greatest actor of this genera- 

sion in any country, is planning a tour 
2f the United States with his troupe 
“ollowing his visit to this country. he 
will continue on to England and the 
Jontinent,’ returning to China aite1 
raving given the Western World its 
irst. opportunity to see the very vest 
nan that the Chinese theater has tc 
iffer. 

Mr. Mei ‘to those familiar with his 
acting it seems almost neretica! to cali 
. oim “Mr. Mei,” and yet that is his true 
name) is both expectant and appre- 
nensive as to what his American trip 
may bring forth. His place in the 
dramatic world of “the Far East is an 
assured one, for his tremendous popular- 
ity exists not only in China butin Japan, 
where he has twice appeared. as wel. 


rhe reception that will ove accorded 
nim in the West remains probiematicai 
tor the Chinese stage is different trom 
the Western stage in a thousand and 
one ways. He wil) be nandicappeo by 
peculiar conventions full of meaning 
to the Chinese but utterly incompre- 
nensible to the American. by the bar- 
rier of language, by a milieu which will 
ve strange to his audiences. 


But Mei Lang-fang's art—and i: is 
art in the highest sense—should be 
able to triumph over these obstacles 
and enable him to project his story 
not only across the footlights of a 
Broadway theater but across thousands 
of miles of ocean and centuries ol 
time, for Chinese drama to-day Is es- 
sentially .s it was when the Ming 
Dynasty occupied the Dragon Throne 
in Peking. 

Mei Lang-fang is eager tor the ex- 
periment upon which he is planning to 
embark, after several years of urging 
by his friends and of hesitation on his 
part. 

He had intended to make his round- 
the-world tour last summer, but un- 
settled conditions in his homeland 
served to accentuate his own tears 
over the reception he would receive on 
the Western stage. So his trip was 
postponed. But now his mind is so 
filled with plans that it was difficult 
to turn the conversation into any other 
channel during the interview he gave 
me recently at his hotel in Shangnal. 
The chief danger ties in lack otf proper 
management. Mei Lang-fang and the 
troupe of sixty men who will accom- 
pany him are prepared to give the 
West the best that the Chinese theater 
has to offer, but it is essential that the 
venture be handled in such a manner 
that the West will know and under- 
stand something of what is being of- 
fered 


The very type of acting upon which 
Mr. Mei’s fame rests is strange and in- 
congruous to present-day America and 
Europe, although England would have 
understood it when Shakespeare was 
writing his masterpieces. For Mr Mei 
is a femalg impersonator 


In virtually every land the theater has 
had its periods when no woman was 
allowed to appear on the stage, which 
necessarily threw the burden of imper- 
sonating female characters on male 
actors. [n Japan and China this con- 
dition still exists, although it has oeen 
considerably mitigated in Japan and 
may pass before long. Women are now 
allowed on the Japanese stage, except 
in some theaters which still cling to 
the old traditions, but they cannot vie 
in popularity with the men who im- 
personate women In fact, at the .m- 


perial Theater in Tokio, which is gen- 
erally conceded to have the best ac- 
tresses in the empire, it is necessary to 
reduce admission prices when women 
appear on the stage. 

An even stronger indication ot the 
popularity of the female impersonators 


is shown by the fact that when these - 


actresses. women themseives. take part 
in the classical drama the public :e- 
fuses to iet them be natural, out insists 
that they imitate the falsetto voice and 
other conventions that men actors 
have built up through the centuries in 
their efforts to appear like women. 
China is far more conservative than 
Japan in many reaims. in the theater 
Mei Lang-fang is one of the toremost 
pioneers in gradually introducing in- 
novations gleaned from the Japanese 
or Western stage. So far. nowever, re- 
sults nave been rather unsatisfactory. 
There is at least one theater in Peking 
where the entire troupe is composed of 
women, a startling and radical change, 
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but even there men and women are 
not allowed to appear together. and 
the women assume men’s roles 

Some tew foreigners in China who 
have seen Mei Lang-fang find it im- 
possible to forget that he is a man. 
But they are few, indeed, tor it is rare 
to find a woman who so well embodies 
“femininity” as does Mr Mei on the 
Stage It has been a lifelong study 
with him. He was born into the tne- 
atrical world and was early destined 
by his parents for this particular ca- 
reer. His past has not been iovely, tor 
there is no more rigorous training than 
that for the Chinese theater and Mr. 
Mei comes from the peopie of the 
Stage. who long have been sociai out- 
casts in China. Fortunately, this 
prejudice is now changing, due in no 
Small measure to Mr. Mei himselt. 

An artist and a student. Mei Lang- 
fang has perfected the portrayal of 
femininity to a point where Strange 
words, strange music and entire jack 
of scenery are forgotten by the tor- 
eigner watching him trip across the 
Stage with mincing steps, pausing to 
sing in the falsetto voice so highly 
prized and to gesticulate most grace- 
fully with long, tapering fingers, for 
this Sarah Bernhardt of the East. tike 
the Sarah Bernhardt of the West, finds 
the hands almost as expressive as the 
voice. 

Expert criticism of nis acllng comes 
best from other female impersonators, 
and the famous female impersonators 
of Japan are unanimous in  vneir 
tribute. Utaemon. Baiko. Fukusuke 
and the rest consider him the leading

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now used would have to be discarded 
in order not to be incongruous. Mei 
Lang-fang is working in this direction, 
but the verdict of foreigners is that he 
has not been successful so far, 

One of the motives for nis trip to 
America and Europe is to study West- 
ern drama with the idea of taking back 
to China whatever seems good. His 
experience with Western drama is con- 
fined to a few amateur performances 
by Americans and Europeans in Peking 
and the Denishawn dancers. 


Méi Lang-tang appeared with tne 


Peking. Recently he introduced a 
dance done in their style in Shanghai 
but it was an absolute failure-—perhaps 
as great a failure as if they nad at- 
tempted to present pure Chinese 
drama, and certainly less of a failure 
than if an American actor had at- 
tempted to portray the delicate femi- 
nine roles in which Mr. Mei excels. 

The Western stage does, howevel!, 


exponent of this particular type of 
acting. ' 

Elaboration of Chinese stage settings 
is evidently dear to Mei Lang-fang’s 
heart, for in turning to a discussion of 
Western drama he again dwelt on the 
point that China could profit by imita- 
tion in this respect. The ordinary 
stage setting in China consists of a 
gorgeous back-drop curtain, a table 
and a few chairs. This same “scenery” 
serves for any and every play. 

Through the presentation in English 
some years ago of an adapted version 
of “The Yellow Jacket,” American au- 
diences became familiar with that in- 
dispensable adjunct of the Chinese 
theater—the property man. He moves 
about the stage rearranging chairs and 
tables so that now they represent a 
throne, later a mountain range which 
the hero must climb, and still later 
some other object. He is aided, of 
course, by elaborate conventions which 
are fully understood by the Chinese 
audience and can be grasped by the 


Westerner with a little explanation. 


Once understood, it is never difficult to 
tell when an actor mounts or dis- 
mounts his horse or performs certain 
other actions merely by going through 


set conventions. 


That the Chinese theater could be 
improved by greater realism in scenery 
and stage properties seems reasonable, 
but the readjustment must be gradual 
and careful. It would be very easy to 
make the settings—novel in the ex- 
treme to a Chinese audience—com- 
pletely overshadow the actors and the 
plot, while some of the conventions

have gifts which would be of benefit in 
China. The Japanese have proved 
this. They have taken this or that 

from the West and have skillfully and 
cleverly woven it into their native 
kabuki drama in such a manner that it 
seldom jars and usually reinforces the 
original. This is particularly true oi 
settings and stage: directions. but one 
of the most successful premieres in 
recent years, Mr. Showo Matsui’ 
“General Nogi” at the EKabuki-za in 
Tokio in 1925, shows great Western in- 

fluence in plot and construction am 

yet remains essentially Japanese 


“I do not feel that 1 cam commcei. 
much on the American theater,” M1 
Mei said, “because 1 am only a pilgrin 
going to see it and know very little, 
did find a great dea! of interest in the 
performances of the Denishawn danc- 
ers, however, and Delieve that Amer. 
can dramatic art has something to ol- 
fer me and my fellow workers. I be 
lieve that your music especially can be 
utilized to good advantage on the Ch: 
nese stage.’ , 

This statement is characteristic cv 
Mei Lang-fang, for it betrays the moa 
esty, amounting to shyness, which :: 
innate with him. He does not seen 
effeminate. There is nothing particu 
larly mannish about him, but if his 
visitor did not know that he = took 
women’s roles on the stage the thought 
of femininity would never occul. 

I saw him after he had closed a 
fairly tong engagement in Shanghai 
There was to be one more performance 
—for charity—in a few days. and tner 
Mei was returning to Peking, where he 
has his own theater. We rusned 
through the narrow, crowded streets ot 
Westernized Shanghai about 10 o’clock 
one night to the Chinese note) where 
Mei Lang-fang was staying. Entering 
by a private door and climbing the 
back flight of stairs, my interprete: 
and I were ushered into a sitting room 
where Mr. Mei and severai of nis 
friends soon joined us. The customary 
tea was served, but in a few minutes 
babel seemed to have broken loose, for 
each of three Chinese was endeavoring 
to translate his words into English at 
the same time. 

There was nothing whatever about 
his appearance which would cause one 
to look at him on the street, but when 
he began to talk he did so with a vivid, 
dramatic manner and many gestures. 
It has been said that the difficulty in 
interviewing Mei Lang-fang is that he 
is so sMy he will not talk, but this cer- 
tainly was not the case 

Afte® a few preliminary remarks, he 
announced at once that he was pian- 
ning to go to the United States and Fu- 
rope. And then for twenty minutes or 
more he asked rapid-fire questions 
about the American theater and 
about arranging for such a trip. It 
would be tragic to see this exception- 
ally fine actor visit America and meet 
with disappointment merely from lack 
of proper management. His bookings 
are very important, of course, but even 
more important is the necessity of in- 
troducing him properly to America. He 
will come as the outstanding exponent 
of Chinese dramatic art, an art which 
is flourishing despite the disturbed_pol- 
itics, warfare and other ills of present- 
day China. 

With tile as background, Mei Lang- 
fang is fay more than a foreign actor 
who is to tour the United States and 
Furove. We of the West have not only 
offered the fruits and flowers of our 
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in command of this town. It might 
go bad if you anger him, but if you 
answer his questicns—well, you are 
‘our first American prisoner, and he 
will deem it a pleasure to send you 
back to Germany instead of shooting 
ou.”

Mr. Mei. sitting far forward on the 
edge of a sofa, completely lost himself 
in his conversation about the Amer- 
ican theater and in the day-dreams 
passing through his mind. If shyness 
be natural with him, it- was overcome 
by the interest he felt. 

He was animated and dramatically 
alive. It was easy to forget the for- 
eign hotel room, to forget the group 
of interpreters and actors, to forget 
that the man opposite me was clothed 
in the style of the Chinese gentleman 
of today, and instead to picture one of 
the heroines of Old China whom Mei 
Lang-fang portrays so skillfully on the 
stage to the accompaniment: of dis- 
cordant Chinese musical instruments. 

It seemed as if the flute were join- 
ing in the chorus of rhythm and lack 
of harmony that comes. from such an 


orchestra, the flute that announces 
the coming of Mei Lang-fang, and 
that Mei would soon be “Burying the 
Blossoms,”’ one of the most charm- 
ing of his roles. 

Dressed in the costume-of the days 
of the Great Ming Dynasty—in the 
costume that shows whence came 
both the kimono of Japan and the dig- 
nified garments of present-day China 
—the dainty, graceful figure steps 
upon the almost bare stage, bare to 
the eyes themselves: but not to the en- 
chanted vision of the Chinese audi- 
ence, who can see a garden path cov- 
ered with, broken blossoms. The 
young wife, who has found no love in 
marriage, sees symbolized in the 
crushed blooms her own tragic fate. 
Her voice rises and falls in a peculiar 
eadence as she sympathizes with the 
flowers which will never bloom again. 
Tenderly and with studied formal 
movements, that nevertheless contain 
the very essence of artistic grace, she 
gathers the dying petals of beauty to 
honor them with burial beneath a 


giant tree which will shelter them 
from sun of the day and the storms of 
the night. 

As her lament over the lost flowers 
is sung, there appears her young hus- 
band—he who has been so neglect- 
ful of his own lovely blossom-wife— 
and as he listens to the pathos of her 
song his heart melts. What was 
tragedy turns to joy; the gongs beat 
loudly again; the next drama, a roar- 
ing farce, is to come on. . . but the 
spell is broken and the hotel room in 
Shanghai replaces the dream-theater 
that Mei Lang-fang’s voice had con- 
jured up. for he has ceased speaking 
and is waiting for the interpreter to 
translate what he has said. 

Mei Lang-fang will ‘Bury the Blos- 
soms” and will make the heroines of 
Old China live once more for his 
American and European audiences. He 
is to sail from China as an ambassa- 


dor of one of the finest of China’s 
arts, and as an ambassador he will be 
received and welcomed.

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A WINTER HAND WATCH, 


Can you tell the time of day with 
your hand? Of course the plan is 
not absolutely accurate but it may 
save you a lot of embarrassment and 
inconvenience should you accidentally 
become lost or need to know the ap- 
proximate time of day while hiking. 

The sketch is almost self-explanma- 
tory. Place a pencil or slim stick be- 
tween tha homt- and. index finger of

straight west. 

The numbers indicated are the rela- 
tive positions of the shadow for the 
latter part of March. For earlier in 
the year, just remember that the sun 
is a little farther south and you can 
accurately tell the time. For a later 
season tha numbers will automatically, 
move a little the ether way.

COOLEY—Pronounce Coo-Len, ac 
centing .the first syllable. This is 
ene of the Chinook words that have 
a double meaning, so that you must 
know how to use the words that “go * 
with it in order to contre] its mean- 
ing. Basically, the word means Te 
Run, out usage has given it many 
far removed translations. Thus COO- 
LEY KUITAN means Race Horse, 
while COOLEY alone has such pri- 
mary meanings ns Hurry, Swift, 
Fast. Thus “Mesika Chaco Delate 
Cooley” is “We came in a hurry.’’ 

By using CULTAS as a prefix, 
Cooley loses its original meaning en- 
tirely and the two words mean Pileas- 
ure Trip. This meaning is derived 
as follows: The literal translation ,of 
CULTAS COOLEY is Bad Harry, 
which carries che idea of not -hurry- 
ing. or loafing along the way. Thus 
CULTAS COOLEY becomes a pleas 
ure trip. or often a visit. 

Say “Cooley Nika Chaco” for 
“Hurry up and come,” and “Mesika 
mamuke cultas cooley” for “We will 
take a stroll”’. 

COSHO—The C has the sound of 
K, the O's are sounded as in Oat, 
and the accent is on the first syl- 
lable. Thus the word becomes KOS- 
HOW. This means Pig or Hog or 
Pork meat of any kind. COSHO 
GLUCE is Pig-grease or Lard. and 
SIAWASH CHUCK COSHO means 


a Seal, which is very fat and is 
therefore called “Siawash (Indian) 
water-pig.”’ The werd is elastic 


enough to mean fat or grease as well 


as pig, and COSHO-MAN is even 
used to mean Fat . Man. Fat ofr 


grease, or sometimes oil. may be desig- 
nated by saving QUONESUM KAH- 
AWA COSHO, or All-the-Same-Pig, 
sthe idea ‘being that the object is fat 
like a pig, , 

~ DELATE—Prorounce DEE LATR, 
aecenting the first syllable. This 
word means “Very Much” or “A 
Great Deal,”’ or, if alone. simply 
“Very.” However, this seldom hap- 
pens, and it is ordinarily used te 
affirm size, bulk, truth, surety, sin- 
cerity, ete. Usually it is used in such 
a way that it serves to add emphasis 
to a statement. Thus you would say 
OKE-OKE KLOSH to mean “That 
is Good,” and NOWITKA, OKE- 
OKE DELATE KLOSH to say, 
“Yes, that is VERY Good.”
